I feel  it  my  duty  to  lay  before  you  the  Financial 
prospects  of  the  Society  for  the  year  1925.  Inasmuch  as  we  now 
have  a Deficit  of  $3, 053. and  have  so  drawn  on  the  available 
cash  balances  of  the  Special  Funds, so  that  on  January  first  our 
Cash  on  hand  from  all  of  these  funds  was  only  $l,300fwe  are  in 
such  position  that  before  six  months  elapses,we  will  be  without 
funds  for  special  purposes.  Or  in  other  .voris — our  Capital 
will  be  impaired. 


For  our  General  Expenses , our  prospective  Receipts 
are  as  follows 

Income  from  Permanent  Fund  investments,  $9,140. 
Income  from  Dues, based  on  the  present 
membership, less  deaths  and  resignations,  2,500. 
Transfer  from  Notes  and  Monograph  Fund,  2.455.

These  items  are  taken  from  1924  actual  expenditures , and 
fail  to  see  wherein  we  can  estimate  them  any  lower. 


The  above  figures  show  another  annual  deficit  of  at 
least  $2,500.  which  will  more  than  eat  up  available  cash  funds 
on  hand. 

I v/ould  appreciate  your  careful  examination  and 
consideration  of  this  sub ject , likewise  your  suggestions-- 
either  to  me  or  to  the  next  Council  Meeting--so  that  the  life

of  the  Treasurer  may  be  easier  ,an<?  the  management  of  the 
Society  be  carried  on  in  the  way  we  all  hope  for.  It  must 
not  be  allowed  to  fall  by  the  wayside, but  unless  we  can  mater- 
ially increase  our  fixed  annual  income, we  MUST  reduoe  expenses, 
to  such  a figure  that  we  live  within  our  income.  But  where, or 
how, I would  not--at  this  time — know  what  to  say. 

The  only  way  to  make  up  our  deficit  is  to  have  a very 
much  larger  endowment, or  appeal  for  special  contributions 
again, which  is  not  always  wise;  especially  as  we  did  so  five  ye^rs 
ago, and  are  now  worse  off  t halt,  at  that  time. 

I shall  be  only  too  happy  to  receive  any  suggestions 
you  may  have  to  make.

In  a sale,  to  be  held  in  London  on  June  19th,  are  a number 
of  exceedingly  scarce  and  valuable  Indian  Peace  medals,  of  which  the  fol- 
lowing are  badly  needed  in  rounding  out  this  Society’s  splendid  collection 
in  that  part  where  it  is  the  weakest: 


1  - Louis  XV  of  France,  medal  presented  to  Indian  in  Canada  before  it  be- 
came a British  possession.  (From  Hunter  collection  -3100.) 


2  - Same  medal  with  name  of  Louis  XV  erased  and  GORGE  III  stamped  in  its 
place.  Evidently  altered  to  be  used  as  a British  medal.  (Hunter  Collection 
§125. 

The  Society's  Collection  contains  no  French  Indian  medals,  and  these  two 
are  of  the  greatest  importance. 


3  - The  celebrated  Montreal  medal,  made  in  1760  by  D.C.Feuter,  a Hew  York  silver- 
smith, probably  the  earliest  medal  made  in  Hew  York.  (Hunter  Collection  §240.) 


4 - Large  medal  of  7/illiam  IV,  1830,  for  Canadian  Indians.  (Hot  in  Hunter  Col- 
lect ion, worth  probably  §75.  or  more] 

5 - Same  medal  of  Victoria  1840.  Date  of  visit  of  Prince  of  7/ales  to  Canada  - 
1860  - engraved  on  obverse. 


6-7  - Same  medal,  two  smaller  sizes.  (The  medal  in  the  Hunter  Collection  brought 

§75.  and  the  two  smaller  sizes  $40.  and  $70.  respectively.) 


8 - A fine  specimen  of  the  medal  of  1764  inscribed  HAPPY  WHILE  UNITED,  stamped 
D.C.F. , H.YORK,  for  D.C.Feuter,  who  made  the  Montreal  medal.  (Hunter  Collection 
§300.  ) 

9 - Same  medal  of  larger  size,  dated  1766,  and  without  Feuter’s  stamp.  Only  known 
specimen.  (Hunter  Collection  <*400.  ) The  last  two  medals  were  sold  later  for  a much 

higher  price. 


The  Connittee  on  Indian  Peace  medals  is  most  anxious  to  be  able  to 
send  bids  on  as  maiy  of  these  medals  as  possible,  and  would  welcome  any  contribu- 
tions for  that  purpose,  as  it  bas  .no  funds  in  hand  at  present.

Dear  Mr.  Garrett: 

Many  thanks  for  your  letter  of  June  9th,  in  which  you 
state  you  will  contribute  *50.  toward  the  purchase  of  the  Indian 
medals  repardinp  which  I wrote  you  on  June  5th. 

We  have  sent  in  a number  of  bids  on  these  medals  and 
trust  that  they  will  be  successful. 

Would  you  mind  examining  your  1795  Washinpton  Indian 
medal,  and  noting-  very  carefully  if  it  appears  to  be  solid  silver? 
There  is  a silver  medal  of  the  same  date  in  the  National  Museum  at 
Washington  which  Mr.  Wood  looked  at  sometime  apo.  He  informed  me  that 
instead  of  beinp  solid  silver,  it  was  a plate  of  copper  heavily  silver 
plated,  probably  what  would  be  known  as  "Sheffield  Plate",  as  he  could 
see  the  oopper  where  the  enpraver' s tool  had  cut  thru  the  silver  plat- 
inp. 


Whether  solid  silver  or  copper  silver  plated  like 
the  National  Museum  specimen,  the  value  of  the  medal  is  the  same,  and 
the  only  reason  I am  makinp  this  inquiry  is  that  in  ny  history  of  these 
medals,'  I describe  both  of  these  specimens  and  I am  most  anxious  that 
ny  description  should  be  correct. 


Until  Mr.  Wood  told  me  about  the  National  Museum  medal, 
I had  supposed  that  all  of  these  medals  were  entirely  of  silver,  and 
this  raises  the  question  as  to  whether  those  made  in  1795,  which  was  the 
last  date,  may  have  been  made  of  oopper  with  heavy  silver  platinp,  or 
whether  this  individual  specimen  was  made  that  way,  and  the  others  made 
solid.  There  are  so  few  of  these  medals  known  that  it  — —

Your  letter  of  the  second  was  awaiting  me  on  my  return  this  morning, 
hr.  Joed  has  answered  most  of  your  inquiries,  and  I should  concur  in  most 
of  his  statements.

If  : ou  can 
obtain  local  : ublieity  in  your  newspapers  and  if  this  is  connected  with  the 
issue  of  the  medal,  I believe  you  will  find  this  your  greatest  lever a -e.  une 
or  two  of  the  leading  jewelers  of  your  city  would  probably  ;:lace  the  medals 

sommiss  xey  would  ordinarily  c , 

contribution  towards  the  object  of  the  medal.  I believe  you  could  have  it 
reproduced  in  the  American  Magazine  of  Art, (hiss  Lila  Mechlin, 

Avenue , Washington,  D.  C.,)if  you  would  write  to  her  and  that  would  t i 
the  medal  to  the  attention  of  the  art  circles. 


Mr.  7/o od'  ■ guess  that  you  might  sell  twenty  outside  of  your  membership 
is  erhaps  low  but  I should  consider  fifty  a high  estimate.  If  you  can 
arran  e vour  nubscri  :tions  so  that  you-  orders  can  be  received  a month  in 
advance  of  the  delivery  then  it  would  be  unnecessary  to  have  more  than  the 
actual  number  ordered  struck,  or  a slight  increase  over  such  number.  We  have 
also  found  it  advantageous  to  limit  the  subscription  in  point  of  time.  A 
definite  statement  that  the  medal  may  not  be  had  after  a certain  date  will 
sometimes  bring  a decision  to  order  one  or  more  specimens  at  the  moment 
whereas  with  a feeling  that  the  pxece  can  be  procured  at  some  indefinite  future 
dat ' a decision  is  postponed  to  the  : oint  of  ultimata  inaction.
